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HEARING: 

Lake shore  Improvement  Club,  re  transportation  on 
Sloat  Boulevard: 

Harold  Callen- President  of  the  Lakeshore  Improvement  Club 
spoke  outlining  the  district,  its  development,  its  homes 
and  people  and  plans  for  future  growth  following  the  close 
of  the  war.  He  expressed  the  Clubfs  appreciation  for  past 
courtesies  shown  by  the  Commission.    He  stated  that  the 
District's  present  problem  is  that  of  transportation,  the 
distrlcfbeing  dependent  Upon  the  No.  12  line,  which  from  the 
beach  to  Its  downtown  terminus  is  approximately  lOi  miles  in 
length;  morning  service  was  fair  under  a  20-30  minute  headway; 
from  10  AM  to  4PM  very  irregular  and  evening  service  via 
the  bus  leaves  much  to  be  desired.    He  submitted  a  petition  of 
some  thousand  names,  suggesting  the  inauguration  of  a  shuttle 
service  from  St.  Francis  Circle  to  the  beach,  along  Sloat 
Boulevard. 

Mr.  Cahill  stated  that  there  was  merit  in  the  District's 
suggestion,  but  the  possibilities  of  securing  proper  0~  D.  T, 
approval  to  additional  use  of  bus  lines  in  lieu  of  streetcars 
was  quite  problematical;  in  any  event  the  suggestion  would  be 
studied  and  if  at  all  possible,  steps  would  be  taken  to 
effectuate  the  imprpvement. 

Mrs.  L.  J.  Stookey  of  1680  Sloat  Boulevard  questioned  Mr. 
Callen's  statement  with  respect  to  morning  service  on  the 
Boulevard;  she  expressed  disapproval  of  the  service  rendered, 
claiming  that  it  was  poor  and  unreliable. 

F»  B.  Nixon  of  2879- 35th  Avenue,  complained    of  the  switching 
back  of  cars  at  2oth  Avenue  for  the  downtown  areas  leaving  the 
outer  Sloat  district  with  very  poor  service.    He  suggested 
the  laying  of  additional  rails  to  permit  of  looping  K  and  L 
cars  on  Taraval  Street  and  Sloat  Boulevard  and  vice  versa. 

Carl  J.  Conradi  of  2768-35th  Avenue  suggested  in  lieu  of 
bus  shuttle,  that  the  shuttle  be  effected  through  use  of 
street  cars  not  requiring  ODT  approval.    Mr.  Cahill  stated 
that  the  suggestion  would  be  referred  to  Mr.  Newton,  consulting 
engineer,  but  at  the  moment,  lack  of  equipment  and  lack  of 
manpower  were  obstacles  difficult  to  overcome* 

Henry  S.  Foley  of  2955-25th  Avenue,  endorsed  the  thought  of 
shuttle  service;  suggested  elimination  of  cars  on  Sloat 
Boulevard  in  favor  of  buses;  cars  freed  could  be  used  on 
Mission  Street  where  needed;  further  suggested  that  ODT 
approval  be  sought  for  removal  of  bus  line  on  Sacramento  Street 
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in  favor  of  service  on  Sloat  Boulevard;  also  suggested  that 
K  cars  be  extended  to  Onondago  Street  and  Mission  Street  to 
better  serve  the  Ocean  View  and  outer  Mission  Districts, 

Pf  V.  Privett  of  the  Crestlake  Association  endorsed  the  shuttle 
service  from  the  Circle  to  the  beach;  complained  of  bunching 
of  cars;  suggested  express  service  on  Market  Street;  complained 
of  the  difficulty  of  patrons  of  the  No.  12  line  attempting  to 
board  the  fTKM  cars  at  the  Circle;  on  this  latter  complaint, 
President  Dill  advised  the  securing  of  car  numbers  and  other 
pertinent  data  and  to  advise  the  genial  office. 

With    respect  to  the  express  service  on  Market  Street,  Mr. 
Dill  called  attention  to  the  existence  of  traffic  signals 
which  would  prohibit  expressing  of  cars;  furthermore  under 
an  express  system,  no  crossings  of  Market  Street  could  take 
place. 

On  the  general  complaint  of  cars  bunching,  Mr.  Dill  advised 
that  the  Commission  in  its  endeavor  to  afford  transportation 
under  critical  manpower  shortages  was  forced  to  use  inex- 
perienced personnel  and  this  reflects  in  poor  operation  of 
equipment.

Adjustments  due  consumers  will  be  made  when  and  only

TO  BE  AMENDED  TO  READ  As  follows: 

Rule  6.     PROPER  CHARGES  TIME  LIMIT. 

Any  bill  for  water  supplied  or  service  rendered  will 
be  considered  a  proper  charge  unless  protest  is  made 
to  the  Department  within  fifteen  (15)  days  after  presentation  of 
said  bill.    Any  adjustment  found  to  be  due  the  consumer  will  be 
made  after  all  requirements  governing  such  adjustment  has  been 
complied  with  as  provided  in  Section  3~General;Rule  12.1. 

Payment  of  the  bill  in  question    as  rendered  will 
facilitate  accounting  procedure  and  expedite  adjustment. 

A  new  rule  to   be  added  in  Section  E- General,  to  be 
numbered  Rule  12,1  and  entitled,  Allowance,  reading  as  follows: 

Rule  12.1-Allowances: 

The  consumer  has  sole  control  of  the  amount  of  water 
drawn  from  the  Department's  mains  through  the  meter  and  is 
responsible  for  maintenance  and  repairs  of  the  pipes  and  fixtures 
beyond  the  meter.    The  Department  in  order  to  encourage  prompt 
repairs  of  leaking  pipes  and  fixtures,  will  make  allowance  for 
excessive  bills  resulting  from  leakage  beyond  the  meter  when  in 
its  judgment  conditions  warrant. 

In  making  allowances  the  Department  will  in  general  be 
governed  by  the  following: 

(a)    Adjustment  will  only  be  allowed  when  claim  has  been  made 

as  provided  in  Rule  6  and  evidence  clearly  shows  that  the 
excessive  charge  is  due  to  leaking  pipes  or  fixtures  and  not 
wasteful  use  and  then  only  when    repairs  have  been  promptly  made 
and  reported  to  the  Department,    No  allowance  will  be  made 
covering  more  than  two  consecutive  billing  periods  including  the 
billing  period  in  which  the    claim  was  made. 
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(Id)  Adjustments  ordinarily  will  be  made  on  the  basis  of  one-half 
of  the  excess  delivery  due  to  leakage  during  two  consecutive 
billing  periods,  but  in  the  case  of  concealed  leaks  in  under- 
ground or  unexposed  pipes,  full  excess  may  be  allowed  for  such 
two  billing  periods. 

(c)  Not  more  than  one  allowance  will  be  made  to  the  same  con- 
sumer for  the  same  premises  in  any  twelve  month  period. 

(d)  No  allowance  will  be  made  on  account  of  leakage  in  con- 
nection with  service  outside  of  San  Francisco,  except,  when 

in  the  judgment  of  the  Department,  exceptional  conditions  justi- 
fy allowance  and  then    only  for  concealed  leaks  in  underground 
or  unexposed  pipes*    In  that  event  an  allowance  may  be  granted 
based  on  from  fifty  to    one  hundred  par  cent  of  the  excess 
delivery  covering  not  more  than  two  consecutive  billing  periods 
including  the  billing  period  in  which  the  claim  was  made.  This 
provision  shall  not  apply  to  consumers  receiving  supply  for 
distribution  or  resale  through  their  own  independently  operated 
water  systems. 

The  Department  shall  be  the  sole  judge  in  determining  the 
excess  delivery  due  to  leakage.

1.    The  maximum  volume  of  water  for  such  garden  usage  for  any 
consumer  of  record  to  which  the  special  rate  will  be  applied 
will  be  limited  to  the  volume  of  water  computed  to  the  nearest 
hundred  cubic  feet  on  the  basis  of  a  two-foot  depth  over  the 
actual  area  of  ground  devoted  to  vegetable  growing,  provided, 
that  such  special  rate  shall  not  apply  to  any  such  planted 
garden  area  less  than  100  square  feet  nor  more  than  50°°  square 
feet;  provided  that  where  the  area  of  any  garden  is  greater 
than  5°00  square  feet  the  maximum^  1  owance  will  be  based  on 
an  area  of  5000  square  feet,  except ^where  metered  service  is 
provided  and  used  solely  for  Victory  Garden  purposes,  the 
special  rate  shall  apply  to  all  water  metered  without  other 
allowance  * 
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2.  To  secure  the  benefit  of  the  special  rate,  the  consumer 
must  make  written  application  to  the  Department  for  such 
special  rate  after  the  garden  has  been  planted,  using  the 
printed  application  form  provided.    The  Department  shall 
determine  to  the  nearest  100  cubic  feet  the  volume  of  water 

to  be  allowed  for  any  such  garden.    Such  determination  will  in 
general,  be  based  on  measurement  made  by  a  representative  of 
the  Department  except,  that  for  any  garden  of  1000  square  feet 
or  less,  the  Department  in  its  discretion  may  accept  dimensions 
furnished  by  the  applicant* 

3.  Except  where  special  metered  service  is  provided  all  water 
bills  will  be  computed  on  the  basis  of  the  regular  established 
meter  rates,  and  the  special  rate  will  be  provided  by  the 
application  of  a  credit  to  the  regular  bill  at  the  rate  of 

15  cents  per  100  cubic  feet  for  the  volume  of  water  allowed  for 
Victory  Garden  purposes.    The  credit  allowance  so  computed  will 
be  the  maximum  total  allowance  which  may  be  granted  for  the 
season  and  will  be  applied  on  the  June  bill  and  subsequent 
bills  including  the  bill  for  the  month  of  October.    No  allowance 
shall  be  made  in  any  case  which  for  the  season  April  1  to 
October  1  will  reduce  the  total  charges  to  the  consumer  during 
the  season  to  an  amount  less  than  that  based  on  the  regular 
meter  service  charge  and  a  usage  charge  of  7  cents  per  100 
cubic  feet.    Only  one  credit  will  be  allowed  on  one  property 
during  the  season. 

4.  The  special  rate  will  apply  only  to  Victory  Gardens  in  which 
vegetables  are  actually  being  grown  for  home  consumption.  The 
special  rate  will  not  apply  to  commercial  gardens  nor  to  areas 
outside  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  nor  to  any 
premises  on  which  water  from  any  other  than  the  Departments 
system  is  available.    If  use  of  the  garden  area  for  growing 
vegetables  is  abandoned  or  discontinued  by  the  applicant  at 

any  time  during  the  season,  or  if  the  garden  produce  is  disposed 
of  commercially,  the  Department  reserves  the  right  to  cancel 
any  further  allowance  otherwise  due  the  consumer. 

5#    Where  installation  of  a  service  and  meter  is  required  to 
provide  water  for  the  growing  of  a  Victory  Garden  such  service, 
if  application  is  accepted,  will  be  considered  as  a  temporary 
service  and  will  be  installed  subject  to  all  Government  and 
Department  regulations  at  the  expense  of  the  applicant, 

6.  No  applications  for  the  special  garden  rate  will  be 
accepted  after  July  1,  1945,  and  no  credits  will  be  applied 
after  October  31,  1945. 

7.  Following  is  an  explanation  and  example  of  the  application 
of  the  special  rate. 
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As  in  most  cases  there  is  no  practicable  method  of  separate- 
ly measuring  the  water  used  for  Victory  Gardens  as  against  the 
balance  of  water  used  on  the  premises,  allowance  is  made  for 
applying  water  to  a  depth  of  two  feet  over  the  Victory  Garden 
area,  chargeable  at  the  special  rate.  The  regular  scheduled 
meter  rate  for  domestic  use  up  to  3300  cubic  feet  is  22  cents 
per  100  cubic  feet,  so  by  applying  a  credit  of  15  cents  for 
100  cubic  feet  to  the  water  allowed  for  Victory  Garden  areas, 
the  net  rate  charged  for  such  water  will  be  7  cents  per  100 
cubic  feet.    To  illustrate,  a  garden  25  feet  by  40  feet  has  an 
area  of  1000  square  feet  and  is  entitled  to  a  two-foot  depth 
of  water  for  the  season,  on  which  basis  the  volume  of  water 
allowed  to  which  the  special  rate  is  applicable  would  be  2x1000= 
2000  cubic  feet.    The  rate  reduction  from  22  cents  to  7  cents 
per  100  cubic  feet  is  15  cents  per  100  cubic  feet  so  that  the 
total  credit  allowed  for  the  season  would  be 

$0.15  x  2000:  $3.00 
100 

The  credit  will  be  applied  to  bills  for  regular  metered 
service  subsequent  to  June  first.    For  gardens  of  other  di- 
mensions, the  credit  will  vary  according  to  the  total  area,

HEARING 


Mr.  Henry  S.  Foley,  President  of  Municipal  Carmens  Union 
of  San  Francisco,  Independent,  appeared  before  the  Commission, 
protesting  recent  signup  of  the  lettered  cars,  particularly  the 
B-L-N-K  lines,  claiming  that  schedules  were  poorly  made up, 
inasmuch  as  they  increase  the  long  range  runs;  he  further 
claimed  that  the  older  employees  of  the  Municipal  Railway  were 
being  adversely  affected  because  of  the  schedules.    The  protest 
had  previously  been  registered  with  the  Municipal  Railway  and 
a  revision  of  the  schedules  being  denied,  the  appeal  was  being 
made  to  the  Commission.    Commissioner  Mc  Kee  inquired  of  Mr. 
Foley,  if  the  new  schedules  would  not  reflect  better  service  to 
the  public,  to  which  Mr.  Foley  replied  in  the  negative.  Com- 
missioner Mc  Kee  pointed  out  that  the  Commission  had  received 
complaints  relative  to  bunching  of  cars  at  end  of  the  lines  and 
that  it  was  the  aim  of  the  Commission  to  do  all  possible  to 
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remedy  this  vexing  problem.    Commissioner  Dill  inquired  of 
Mr.  Foley  if  an  alternative  set  of  schedules  had  been  presen- 
ted to  the  Management;  Mr.  Foley  advised  that  schedule  making 
was  a  "specialized  art";  his  organization  was  incapable  of 
drawing  up  schedules  and  that  the  "schedule  experts"  were  in 
in  the  employ  of  the  Municipal  Railway.    Thereupon  Commissioner 
Dill  advised  that  the  Commission  would  study  the  matter. 

In  reply  to  Mr*  Foley's  question  relative  to  alleged 
negotiations  between  the  Commission  and  a  special  delegation 
from  Division  1380-Carmens  Union,  relative  to  wages  and  working 
conditions,  Commissioner  Dill  advised  that  charter  provisions 
would  not  permit  of  any  contract  or  agreement  affecting  working 
conditions  or  wages.

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Hearings : 

Mr.  Henry  S,  Foley,  President  of  Municipal  Carmens  Union 
of  San  Francisco,  Independent  asked  if  the  Commission  was  in 
full  accord  with  the  recent  order  of  the  Manager  of  Utilities 
with  respect  to  general  signup  of  all  platform  personnel, 
seniority  to  be  based  on  date  of  employment. 

President  Marshall  Dill  advised  that  the  Commission  had 
authorized  the  signup  sometime  ago. 

Mr.  Foley  then  protested  the  issuance  of  the  order,  claiming 
that  his  group  was  not  permitted,  because  of  the  suddeness  of 
the  order,  to  express  opinions;  that  it  would  prove  injurious 
to  employees  and  the  travelling  public  because  of  difference  of 
equipment  to  be  operated;  he  further  claimed  that  in  April,  1944* 
disputing  groups, had  agreed,  in  event  of  unification,  to  awaid 
court  decisions  before  undertaking  any  action. 

Commissioner  Mc  Kee  reminded  Mr.  Foley  that  the  Commission  had 
been  advised  by  officials  of  both  groups  last  Spring,  that 
seniority  based  on  date  of  hiring  was  agreeable  to  both  unions. 

President  Marshall  Dill  advised  that  the  Commission's  authori- 
zation had  been  under  discussion  for  sometime  and  its  action 
was  prompted  in  the  interest  of  railway  efficiency;  the  matter 
was  taken  under  advisement. 

Mr.  Newberg  and  Mr.  Dunham  of  the  Central  Council  of  Civic  'Clubs 
made  a  plea    for  improvement  of  service  on  the  No.  55  Sacramento 
Line*    Mr.  Cahill  advised  that  this  line  and  that  of  the  Castro 
Line  required  equipment    of  special  type-especially  constructed 
for  steep  hill  operation,  and  the  special  gears  required  were 
at  this  time  next  to    impossible  to  procure.    Their  attention  was 
directed  to  the  necessity  of  procuring  ODT  approval  for  ad- 
ditional motor  coach  operation,  a  questionable  approval,  inas- 
much as  previous  ODT  recommendations  favored  abandonment  of 
the  line.    Applications  for  coach  service  must  necessarily 
involve  figures  stressing  necessity  for  extensions;  the  line 
for  the  period  September^,  1944  to  April  30,  1945  showed  a 
daily  loss  of  I96. 34,  a  loss  which  would  hardly  justify  making 
application  to  the  ODT  for  additional  operation.

Mr,  Baker  contended,  that  the  present  specifications,  now  out

Hearing: 

Matter  of  incremental  pay  for  former  Market  Street 
Railway  Clerical  and  Platform  Operators: 


By  way  of  introduction,  President  Marshall  Dill  advised  that 
the  Commission   was  agreeable  and  in  fact  anxious  that  the 
former  employees  of  the  Market  Street  Railway  Company  receive 
parity  of  pay:  that  the  matter  was  now  before  the  courts  for 
adjudication  and  any  pre- judicial  opinion  at  this  time  was 
in  order. 


1  rv»- 
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Richard  Gladstein  of  Gladstein,  Grossman,  Sawyer  and  Edisesf 
representing  State,  County  and  Municipal  Workers  of  America, 
C.  I.  0.  Local  503  ^nd  the  Transport  Workers  Union  of  -America, 
C.  I.  0.  Local  250,  contended  that  the  pendency  of  litigation 
was  no  excuse  for  refusal  to  pay  parity  pay  at  this  time.  He 
insisted  that  the  Commission's  function  was  not  to  exercise 
judgment  in  the  matter  of  payrolls  or  rates  of  pay,  but  solely 
to  prepare  payrolls  in  accordance  with  Salary  Standardization 
Ordinance  and  Annual  Salary  Ordinance,  and  to  forward  same  to 
the  Civil  Service  Commission  for  checking  and  to  the  Controller 
for  the  drawing  of  pay  warrants;  Mr.  Gladstein  claimed,  that 
the  Civil  Service  Commission  and  the  Controller  have  stated 
publicly  that  they  would  approve  payment  of  parity  pay.  He 
further  claimed  that  the  Commission  had  no  concern  with  regard 
to  liability,  but  solely  to  make  up  payrolls  according  to 
classifications  and  rates.    He  contended  further,  that  in 
making  up  payrolls vtth  parity  pay,  that  the  bond  of  the  Manager 
of  Utilities  eould  not  be  jeopardized,  inasmuch  as  the  payrolls 
would  be  made  up  in  accordance  with  law  under  provisions  of 
the  salary  ordinance  for  the  fiscal  years  1944-45  and  1945-46. 

In  his  letter  of  October  50,  ^945  t0  the  above  referenced 
attorneys,  President  Marshall  Dill  stated  that  the  Manager  of 
Utilities,  received    legal  advice,  that  if  he  certified  time- 
rolls  for  former  Market  Street  employees  in  accordance  with 
the  Mayor's  proclamation  (parity  pay),  and  the  same  should  be 
held  invalid  by  the  courts,  he  would  be  jointly  and  severally 
liable  under  his  bond  and  for  th^t  reason,  two  time  rolls  were 
being  prepared,  the  money  being  impounded  until  the  courts 
finally  passed  on  the  matter.    Mr.  Dill  stated  that  the  Com- 
mission and  the  Manager  of  Utilities  were  acting  and  being 
governed  by  the  advice  of  the  City  Attorney,    Mr.  Gladstein 
questioned  this  legal  advice;  that  if  such  an  opinion  had 
been  given  to  the  Manager  of  Utilities,  he  would  like  to  see 
same  in  writing.    Mr.  Walter  Dold  of  the  City  Attorney's  office 
stated  that  it  was  not  necessary  that  legal  opinions  be 
necessarily  in  writing;  but  that  Mr.  Gladstein  might  know  that 
a  given  recommendation  had  been  made,  turned  to  Mr.  Turner, 
Manager  of  Utilities  and  said,  "under  present  conditions, 
don't  sign  a  parity  pay  payroll".    President  Marshall  Dill 
reminded  Mr,  Gladstein,  that  the  Commission  arid  the  Manager  of 
Utilities,  were  in  a  sense,  clients  of  the  City  Attorney,  ana 
as  such,  should  be  governed  by  the  advice  of  the  City  Attorney. 
Mr.  Gladstein  then  requested  the  Commission  to  go  on  record, 
directing  the  Manager  of  Utilities  to  make  up  payrolls  based 
on  parity  pay,  to  vfoich  suggestion,  Mr,  Dill  and  Mr.  Dold  re- 
plied in  the  negative,    Mr.  Gladstein  then  contended,  that  it 
is  perfectly  legal  under  the  ordinances,  to  pay  parity  pay, 
because  it  is  the  law,  and  no  official  would  be  liable  under 
bond;  he  insisted  that  in  the  event  of  an  adverse  judgment  of 
the  courts  punitive  measures  could  not  be  adopted,  because 
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officials  would  be  acting  in  accordance  with  law* 

In  summing  up  the  discussion,  Commissioner  Ackerman,  asked,  if 
as  Mr,  Gladstein  contended,  that  the  Commission  had  no  juris- 
diction, other  than  the  making  up  of  payrolls,  that  if  the 
Manager  of  Utilities  had  been  advised  by  the  City  Attorney 
not  to  certify  parity  payrolls,    what  therefore  could  the 
Commission  do.    On  the  motion  of  Commissioner  Ackerman,  the 
matter  was  taken  under  advisement. 

With  regard  to  initiation  and  support  of  litigation  re  seniori- 
ty and  legality  of  Mayor's  proclamation  (parity  pay),  Mr, 
Douglas,  International  Representative  of  Amalgamated  Street 
Railways  of  America-A*  P.  of  L.  and  Kenry  Foley  of  the  Trans- 
port Workers  Union,  C.  I.  0»  spoke,  each  contending  that  the 
other's  organization  was  responsible.

Hearings: 

Revision  of  Fares-Municipal  Railway: 

Following  action  of  the  Commission  in  the  matter  of  resolution 
authorizing  public  hearing  December  3,  1945,  President  Marshall 
Dill  extended  an  invitation  to  those  present  to  express  views 
on  the  question. 

Supervisor  elect  Lewis,  speaking  in  behalf  of  himself  and 
Supervisors  elect  Christopher  and  Mc  Murray  urged  that  the 
Commission  take  no  action  in  regard  to  revision  of  fares  until 
the  new  Board  of  Supervisors  takes  office  on  January  8,  1946; 
he  contended  that  the  recent  election  was  a  mandate  from  the 
people,  and  as  such,  the  new  Board  should  pass  on  the  matter* 

Concurring  in  and  supporting  Supervisor  elect  Lewis f claims, 
were  Messrs  E.  E,  Ward,  Legislative  Representative, *C.  I.  0, 
Council,  Max  Polsey,  representing  International  Warehousemen's 
Union,  Herbert  Nugent  of  the  Communist  Party  and  Sylvia  MagiS 
of  the  San  Francisco  Voters  League. 

Mr,  Douglas,  International  Representative  of  Amalgamated 
Street  Railways  of  America-A.  F.  L.  stated  that  the  Commission 
would  receive  a  copy  of  resolution  from  the  Central  Labor 
Council  request! ong  that  the  matter  of  fare  revision  be  held 
up  to  permit  of  submission  to  new  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Labor  Management  Committee 

Mr.  Foley  of  the  Transport  Workers  Union,  C,  I.  0,  introduced* 
Mr.  Cassidy,  International  Representative  of  the  Transport 
Workers  Union.    He  stated  that  the  position  of  his  group  on 
the  labor-management  question  was  the  same  as  previously  stated 
that  the  newly  created  committee  was  in  the  form  of  a  company 
union,  that  it  did  not  represent  .the  workers;  that  it  was  not 
a  legitimate  organization;  that  the  committee  was  charged  with 
duties  foreign  to  the  general  understanding  of  labor-manage- 
ment committees;  that  the  election  setting  up  the  committee 
was  done  in  such  a  menner  as  to  preclude  free  expression.  He 
urged  that  a  new  election  be  held  away  from  the  influence  of 
railway  management  and  to  be  supervised  by  citizens  of  the 
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City. 


Mr.  Douglas,  International  Representative  of  Amalgamated 
Street  Railways  of  America-A.  P.  L,,  in  answer  to  Mr,  Cassidy, 
insisted  that  the  election  held  was  "fair  and  square";  the 
notice  was  duly  posted  on  all  bulletin  boards;  ballot  boxes 
were  placed  for  convenience  of  the  workers;  there  was  no 
reason  to  believe  that  the  election  was  not  properly  con- 
ducted; the  opposition  group  had  equal  opportunity  to  parti- 
cipate in  the  election;  that  the  committee  elected  was  capable 
of  dealing  with  all  problems  that  may  be  submitted  to  the 
committee. 

In  answer  to  Commissioner  Ackermanfs  question  as  to  wherein 
the  election  was  not  properly  conducted,  Mr.  Gasidy  insisted 
that  because  the  election  was  held  on  Municipal  properties, 
there  was  a  denial  of  free  expression  and  it  was  because  of 
this  feeling,  that  his  group  did  not  participate.  Commissioner 
Del  Carlo  reminded  those  present,  that  other  elections  in 
which  City  employees  are  interested,  such  as  the  Health  System 
and  the    Retirement  System,  are  held  on  City  property  and  no 
claims  of  lack  of  free  expression   because  of  it  are  registered.
